When vegetables are boiled, most 


of the minerals, because of their solu- 
bility, are extracted by the water. 
When the water is thrown into Ihe 
sink the food minerals are lost from 
the diet. 
These essential minerals 
can be saved by serving the water as 
soup. 
By making a point of using-the 
smallest amount of water 
necessary 


in boiling vegetables a sauce is ob- 
tainable which can be served with the 
vegetsibles. 
Paring is another source of loss be- 
cause the minerals are present in '.he 
fruits and vegetables in deposits just 
beneath the skin. 
Whenever it is 
possible it is advisable to boil- vegeta- 
bles v.'ith their skins, but ..where this 
interferes with the taste of the food 
the si: ins can be boiled separately and 
by proper.seasoning be turned into a 
sauce.
